PROPICAL rain swept in sheets over the sea, 


beating it flat. 


Water roared over the decks 


of my 10-ton ketch Sea Wanderer. 


From under my oilskin 
hood I peered forward 
anxiously, waiting to catch 
another glimpse of the 
island of Antigua — to 
identify the coastline after 
83 days at sea, 


Suddenly, close by, white 
breakers flashed near the 
foot of a high cliff. The rain 
eased off, 


“Ahlt Cape Shirley,” -I 
murmured in relief. Just 
around the next bluff would 


be English Harbour in the’ 


British West Indies. 


NO RULES 


But the big question was: 
Had I won the race across 
the Atlantic—and ‘the one 
dollar prize that went with 
it? Or had my rival, Ameri- 
can Peter Tangvald, in the 
faster Windflower, reached 
English Harbour before me? 


It did not scem more than a 
Mohth sinee the captain of the 
Real Club Nautico at Las 
Palmas, In the Canaries, had 


dropped a flag and staried the 
race. 


We were off! Three thousand 
miles to go and a hord-earned 
dollar for one of us at the end 
of it. “ 

Peter Tangvald was the chal- 
Jenger, The capricious winds 
would be anybody's luck. We 
had no rules for the race except 
that we must be single-handed 
and the winner would be the 
first one to tle up at the dock 
at English Harbour. 


BECALMED 


To offset Windflower’s greater 
speed [ hod a vastly increased 
range with my Lister diesel, 
which I would use in ‘calms, 
Also I hoped, by sailing further 
south than Peter, to meet better 
winds. There was no doubt that 
It was going to be a tough fight 
for both of us. 


We started the race from 
anchor. Sea Wanderer was 
under way first, and I tacked 
back and forth to wait for Wind= 
flower so that woe would leave 
together, 


Windflower, carrying more 
sail, passed) me and rounded the 


moming.” 


IT hod ever -sten, 


end of the long breakwater 
several minutes ahead. Some 
hours later, at nightfall, we 
were both becalmod to the north 
of Gran Canaria. 


Now was my chance fo bulld 
up a lead, I-etarted the Lister 
and turned out my Ilghta to 
confuse Peter, His light became 
weaker and weaker astern, 


Near dawn I had an interval 
for o few hours’ sleep, then 
pressed on. The white speck of 
Windflower’s sails disappeared 
below the horizon 1s I headed 
out into the Atlantic. A 
south-easterly breeze sprung up 
ond, stopping “tho motor, 1 
crowded on sall, hoping that 
Peter had not yet got its 
benefit. 


The vast. Atlantle then 
swallowed us up, We were 
destined not to sce duch other— 
nor wag anyone else to sight us 
—until the end of the voyage. 


The trade wind route Ls pretty 
deserted ot this time of the year. 
If things go wrong, onc can die 
quite casily. A few steamship 
lanes cross it at certain polnts, 
otherwise there is only. aon 
occasional yacht lo foln the 
ghosts of the old windjammers. 


ON COURSE 


The second night out the wind 
went aft and freshened. In the 
dark ond with the boat rolling 
and pitching, I to rig 
up my twin booms and set the 
special running staysalls which 
enable the boat to stecr herself. 
I turned in, flashing. a ight 
occasionally on to the tiny car 
compass at the hond of my bunic 
to make sure the boat was 
keeping on course. 


For stores, I wag relying on 
rice, spnghetth and a ‘huge 
Spanish smoked ham. For 
breakfast I ate porridge with 
syrup and two vitamin tablets. 


A Spanish baker had toasted, 
me 60 small loaves. These I 
kept in the driest part of the 
ship, in the iec-box, Oddly 
enough, the margarine, 
cae might expect to find in the 
iee-box I kept in the oven. For 
vegetables I had a inrge onion a 
doy; my fruit was dried, 


It was not tll the fifth day 
that I cracked the 100 miles for 
@ 24-hour period, noon to noon. 
However, the day ended with a 
clear sunset . which produced 
one of the biggest green: flashes 


of the Atlantic 


phenomenon nearly always 
means quict weather, © 
The next day Sea Wanderer 
was sailing with six snila sot. 
The two shirts hoisted were 
merely put there to dry. 


Five hundred ond ninety-two 
miles was the bag for the frst 
week and I was certain that I 
had built up a good lead on 
Windflower. 


Hundrede of flying fish were 
being flushed by my bow. They 
land on deck at night and are 


deliclous fried Jn olive all, 


Fourtcen months previously 
my wife had cooked mo a cake 
for the ocean crossing, I rather 
dubiously prised open the now 
rusty tin jn which it was kept. 
Parts of it had gone binck and 
sticky, but the rest wig exccl- 
lent. It had a slight fermented 
flavour and smelled of brandy. 


At the end of the second 
cweele of ght to moderate winds 
1 feared that Peter might have 
hauled ahead.. (Actually he was 
more than 100 miles to the 
north, but would have over- 
taken me had the weather rece 
mained the same.) 


That night I saw the lights, 
at dusk, of tho sole ship sighted 
during the whole voyage — a 
tanker about five miles away 
crossing my étern, too far off 
for signalling. 


“SURROUNDED 


One night 1 went on deck to 
Investigate o pecullur noise an 
found Sea Wanderer surrounded 
by a school of whales, first 
surfacing one side then the 
other. After half on hour or 
so they got bored and dis- 
uppeared into the darkness. 


The trade wind diced right 
awuy and the boat lay becalined, 
A huge swell rolling down from 
the north showed that it was a 
storm which was upsetting the 
winds. When the wind did 
come back it was from the west 
for two days, then it was calm 
again. Temperature jn the 
cabin rose to 85 degrees, 


Thus, in uafavourable condl- 
tions, I took 17% days to com- 
plete 1,500 miles—hallway point. 
But where was Peter? 7 


Had I but known it, Winds 
flower was barely out of sight 
astern, 35 miles away, What a 
thrill If we had seen cach other, 
My bursts of travelling under 
power in calm patches, my 
jong hours at the: wheel, keep-

Women Should 


Copenhagen, Jan. 30. 
THE question whether 

women should be 
ordained as Ministers of 
religion is an issue 
which has been making 
headlines for some 
months past in this 
country which most 
foreigners and many 
Swedes claim to be ‘the 
most secularised — in 
Europe. 


The reason for the wide. 
spread interest in this religious 
question fs that it Involves one 
of the fundamental principles of 
modern Scandinavia — the 
equallty of man ond woman. 

Women in Sweden can be- 
come taxl-drivers, tram con- 
ductresses and even anny 
officers, so why, the man-in-the- 
street wants to know, should 
they not also be allowed to fo 
Info the pulpit. 


Accepted 


The pulpit in this case Is that 
ef the Lutheran State Church, 
established in Sweden in the 
iGth century, Women Minister 
heve long been accepted in 
many other. Protestant Churches 
In Sweden and the question of 
their introduction Into the State 
Church has been recurrent over 
the past threg decades. 

Finally, in 1940, the Swedish 
Yarllament eset up a special com- 
mission, which Included a num- 
ber of eminent churchmen, lo 
report on the possibilities of 
such an innovation. Their re- 
port, published five yenrs later, 
recommended that women 
should have the same facilities 
as men to become Minfsters, 
but added that a woman 
Minister, presumably in order 
Not to irritate antl-feminist con- 
aregations, should only be allow- 
ed to work in parishes where 
there was already o male. one.
